Senate Committee Decides 
Shift Charge From Manufac- 
turer’ to Possessor.

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This Feature of War Revenue 
Measure Expected to Yield 
$533,000,000 a Year. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—Elimina- 
tion of the 5 per cent manufacturing 
tax on automobiles in the war tax 
bill as passed by the House and sBub- 
stitution of a license tax, at a rate 
yet to be fixed, upon motor vehicles, 
payable by those having possession, 
was decided upon today by the Senate 
Finance Committee. 

The committee is considering a grad- 
uated license tax ranging from $1 or $2 
upon low priced cars to $10 and $20 on 
more costly vehicles. 

The committee’s action is said to be 
the forerunner of further reductions o/ 
the 5-per-cent taxes on special indus- 
tries. 

The Senate Committee also rejected 
the tax on motor cycles and on auto- 
mobile, motor cycle and bicycie tires 
and tubes. 

Under the House bill it was ex- 
pected to raise $80,500,000 from the 
motor vehicle industries, and $66,000,- 
000 from the we ge amendments. 

The income ta section as first 
drawn, including the 2 per cent nor- 
mal tax, and the House Committee's 
surtaxes, also were adopted by the 
Senate Committee. It struck out, 
however, the increased sutaxes in in- 
comes over $40,000 added in the 
House on amendments by Represen- 
tative Lenroot of Wisconsin. 

The income tax schedule, as 
adopted by the commitee, is expected 
to raise $533,000,000 annually, $161,- 
000,000 from individuals and _ $372,- 
000,000 fn@m corporations. 

The retroactive tax of 33 1-3 per 
cent upon incomes taxed in 1916 had 
previously been eliminated by the 
committee. : 

Committeémen said they now ex- 
pect no further changes in the in- 
come tax rates, which will stand vir- 
tually as drawn by the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

As final enactment of the measure 
by Congress before June 1 is im- 
possible, the date fixed in the House 
bill when increased railroad and Pull- 
man tickets, freight and express 
taxes would go into effect, the Senate 
Committee plans to substitute a later 
date rather than have the taxes re- 
troactive. 

The revision agreed upon today 
entails material reduction of revenue 
to be provided by tho bill, but the 
loss is expected to be made up by 
the new motor car license and other 
tax charges under consideration. 


MASQUERAY, CHIEF OF DESIGN 
FOR WORLD'S FAIR HERE, DIES 


Artistic Success of Exposition Due in 
Large Part to His Skill—Suc- 
cumbs in St. Paul. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., May %.—Emmanua! 
St. Louis Exposition, and architect of a 
8. Louis Exposition, and architect of a 
number of American cathedrals, includ- 
ing edifices in St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
died here today. He was a native of 
France and was 6 years old. 


Masqueray came to St. Louis as chief 
of design of the exposition several 
years before the World’s Fair opened. 
The artistic success of the exposition 
was due, in a very large measure, to his 
wonderful skill. He was the creator of 
the artistic masterpiece of the exposi- 
tion, the Cascade Gardens and Collon- 
ade of States. 

He also designed the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Monument, the Palace of Trans- 
portation, Agriculture, Horticulture 
Forestry and Fish and Game. the- band 
pavilions, flag standards, bridges span- 
ning the lagoons and numerous other 
decorative features. He came to St. 
Louls from New York, where he had 
practiced his profession 18 years He 
made a notable success in France before 
coming to the United States.

‘TREATING’ MEN IN 
MILITARY FORCE 


Unlawful to Serve Liquor to 
Militiamen and Sailors as 
Well as Soldiers. 

An announcement made by United 
States District Attorney Oliver today 
and a ruling sent out from Washington 
by Attorney-General Gregory, make it 
clear that the serving of any intoxicat- 
ing drink to a United States soldier, ma- 
rine or sailor in uniform is a violation 


of the law. 
The District Attorney said there had 


been a false impression among saloon-. 


keepers and bartenders that a man in 
uniform could be ‘'treated’’ and thit 
serving a drink to him under such cir- 
cumstances did not constitute a sa'e. 
This, he says, is not so and the law for- 
bids the serving of the drink. 

Attorney-General Gregory in his rul- 
ing holds that the law against serving 
drinks to ‘‘the military forces’ of the 
United States includes members of ‘he 
militia and naval reserves, whether or 
not they have been mustered into the 
Federal service. The penalty for each 
offense is a fine of $1000 or one year 
in jail, or both: 

Many 8t. Louis saloons have posted 
signs on their bars announcing they will 
not serve drinks to officers or privates 
in uniform. Some Have been selling to 
sailors and militiamen and others have 
served drinks to soldiers when civilians 
were the purchasers.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The navy 
is seeking 2000 additional doctors to 
furnish proper medical care for the 
260,000 men whd will be in the naval 
establishment when it reaches full 
war strength. In addition, 2000 hos- 
pital apprentice recruits will be need- 

ed within two months. 

New examinations for navy sur- 
geons will be held June 2, when 377 
men have been authorized to undergo 
the test. The last examination 
brought in 88 out of 128 candidates.

The Italians also made progress east 
of Boscomalo, in the region of Castag- 
navizza, north of Tivoli and in the 
Plava zone.

French Make Progres« in Champagne 
and Take Prisoners. 

PARIS, May 2%.—Further progress was 
made by the French on the Champagne 
front during the night. Two. German 
counter attacks were repulsed and 120 
prisoners taken, according to the offi- 
cial statement issued by the War Office 
this morning. 

The statement issued last night said: 

*‘Following a very heavy bombardment 
of our trenches to the northwest of

Austrians Say They Have Taken 
Nearly 5000 Italian Prisoners. 

VIENNA, May 26.—The official state- 
ment issued yesterday said: 

“Powerful Italian assaults on the 
Isonzo front yesterday resulted in an 
unusually fierce struggle. Our positions 
were fully maintained. The northern 
wing of the Italian army was again 
driven forward against the heights of 
Vodice and Colsanto. There was espe- 
cially fierce and obstinate fighting for 
Hill 6822, south of Vodice, which was 
overrun by the Italians in the evening, 
but was recaptured at night by our 
troops. Here and on Col. Santo the 
enemy left hundreds of ead. 

‘The Carso Plateau was again the 
scene of an attempt to break through, 
the Italians throwing masses of troops 
against our entrenchment forces. Ali 
day and through the night the struggie 
for our positions on Faitihrib and south 
of that place to the sea continued, but 
all the enemy's efforts were vain.

WILL EXAMINE NEGROES 
FOR OFFICERS’ TRAINING 


Maj. Goode Announces He Will 
Pass on Applications to Enter 
Fort Des Moines Camp. 


ing officer here, announced today that 
he had been appointed to pass upon the 
applications of negroes for admission 
to the negro officers’ training camp at 
Fort Des Moines, Io. 

Negroes will be subject to conscrip- 
tion, and a large number of officers will 
be needed to handle the negro regiments 
that will be raised. It is estimated that 
50,000 negroes will be drafted into the 
army as a part of the first army of 
500,000 men. 

Maj. Goode said that applications will 
be received up to June 5, and that the 
age limit of applicants likely would be 
the same as for whites, from 20 years 
and 9 months to 4 years. He pointed 
out that it would be useless for any- 
one to apply who did not have a high- 
school education, or the equivalent 
thereof, the only possible exceptions be- 
ing in cases of men having military ex- 
perience of unusual value. It is ex- 
pected that 1200 negroes will be trained 
at Fort Des Moines. A date for opening 
the camp has not been announced.

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NEW COMPROMISE ON 


CENSORSHIP MEASURE 


Conferees Draft Clause Greatly 
Modifying One Agreed 
Upon Yesterday, 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—A new com- 


promise rrovision for newspaper cern- 
sorship was agreed upon today by the 
conferees on the vespionege bill. They 
regarded it as greatiy modifying the 
one agreed on festerday. 

The new draft proposes that Con- 
gress shall prohibit publication of mih- 
tary information, but not that regard- 
ing “equipment” of the armed forces 
and instead of authorizing the Pres - 
dent to make censorsnip rules and reg- 
Jlations, confers upon him merely the 
power to permit publication of matte: 
prohibited by the section 

Other matter objectionable to those ir 
Congress leading the opposition to cen- 
sorship legislation also was struck out 
instead of prohibiting publication of in- 
formation that may be useful to the 
enemy, it would prchibit such informa- 
tron that ‘shall’ be useful. The new 
clause follows: 

“When the United States is at war, 
the publishing wilfully of informatior. 
with respect tc the movement, numbers, 
description or; isposition of any of the 
armed forces if the United States in 
naval or mili iry operations, or with 
respect to ant: of the works intended’ 
for the fortifidition or defense, ia here- 
by prohibited,wand the President may 
from time to by proclamation de- 
clare the character of such above de- 
ecrited information which in his opinion 
is not useful to the enemy and there- 
upo. it shall be lawful to publish the 
Kame. 

“In any prosecution hereunder the 
jury tryinz the cause shall determire 
not oniy whether the defendant did 
wilfully publish such information. but 
also whether such information was uf 
such character as to be useful to the 
enemy; provided, that nothing in this 
section shall be construed to limit or 
restrict any discussion, comment, or 
criticism of the the acts or policies of 
the Government or its representatives 
or the publication of the same if such 
discussion, comment, criticism does not 
disclose information herein prohobited.”’ 

The conferees spent today's sessiai 
rendering the new provision which they 
now hope may be accepted by both the 
Senate and House, limiting, as it does, 
the President's authority to impugse rex- 
Jlations.

83 Killed in One Spot. 

The first squadron of five airplanes 
was followed after short intervals by 
a second squadron and then a third and 
fourth, each of which repeated the tac- 
tics of the first group.

16 women, eight men and nine children

Minister of Marine Says Nearly 
600 Small Patrol Boats 
Are Operating. 


HAS 170,500 CURTAIN NETS 


Lacaze Speaks Optimistically of 
Situation——5,400,000 Tons 
of Shipping Lost. 


BY Associated Press. 

PARIS, May %.—Replying to inter- 
pellation on submarine warfare last 
night in the public session of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies, Rear Admiral Lacaze, 
the Minister of Marine, gave an ifiter- 
esting outline of the means of defense 
France had adopted against the under- 
sea boats. 

“T gee no reason why I shoeuld not 
speak of these methods in publig,”’ said 
Admiral Lacaze. “It would be childish 
to think they are unknown to the en- 
emy. They consist of @ system of pa- 
trol boags, of arming merchantmen with 
guns and fitting them with wireless: of 
seaplanes, nets, mines, smoke-raising 
devices and dragnets. 

“IT sought to get patrol boats buiit 
here and buy them abroad. I scoured 
the world over with missions, covering 
the ground from America to the North 
Cape, from the Cape of Good Hope to 
Japan, but England had been‘there be- 
forehand. .When I entered the ministry 
I found 24 patrols. Now we have 562.”’ 
(A Bocialist voice: “It. is formidable.’’) 

To Increase Patrol Boats. 

“I do not say it is formidable,” con- 
tinued the Minister, “nor have suffi- 
cient, and I have drawn up a scheme 
which will increase the figyre to 900. 
T continue to buy in London, the 
world's center for shipping. I am 
obliged to do so because our ghip 
yards had been almost completely 
abandoned: because, as a result of 
that short war theory which weighed 
sO regrettably upon all decisions 
taken at the outset of the war, the 
yards had been transformed into war 
material factories to meet the press- 
ing need of the national] defense. We 
have now got back most of the ar- 
senals and a number of private yards, 
together with skilled workmen. 

“The guns we mounted on the 
patrol boats have peen referred to 
disdainfully, but you gannot put 10- 
centimeter guns on a smal)! vessel. 
A patrol coast on guard, armed with 
95-millimeter guns, met two subma- 
rines armed with 105-millimeter euns, 
sank one. and put the other to 
flight. - 

“We have 1200 dragnets as well as 
170,500 curtain nets and 6000 20-foot float 
nets. which indicate the presence of 
submarines. We have special bombs 
for submarines and apparatus to throw 
them. 

“We have organized seaplane hosts ali 
around the coasts so that the zone of 
action of each post joins that of its 
neighbor on either side. By October ail 
merchantmen and patrollergs will be 
fitted with wireless and all merchant- 
men supplied with guns of as heavy Cal- 
iber as possible, for which measures 
programs have been drawn up even 
beyond what was thought possible.’ 

‘Our enemies.’’ he began, “have said 
that they would bring England and 
France to their knees. | have said and 
I repeat it, the submarines will not 
conquer us.’’

HOLIDAY IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS

Classes Will Be Dismissed to Instill Patriotism : 
in Pupils and Enable Teachers to At 
_» as Interpreters. 


A public school holiday on June 6, 
registration day for the selective dra<t. 
has been declared by the Board of Edu- 
eaticn. This step was taken after acting 
Mayor Aloe requested of Superintendent 
Withers that the schools be dismissed 
tu impress upon the childten patriotism 
and to enable teachers to act as inter- 
pretcrs at registration places. 


Supt. Withers at first opposed the 
idea of holiday on the ground that Reg- 
istration day could be more appropriate- 
ly observed in the schools by holding 
but after confer- 
ences with members of the board, he 
dnnouficed the holiday. In a formal 
statement, outlining his position, he 
said that personatly he believed that 
R egistration day was a solemn occa- 
sion in the affairs of the country, and 
that it should not be observed in a holi- 
day spirit, but that the board had de- 
cided -to close the schools because of 
the decision of State and city officials 
to proclaim a holiday. 


The Acting Mayor has estimated that 
‘nterpreters will be needed in at least 
56 of the 500 precincts. He issued a call 
for volunteer interpreters. 

Rules as to Registrution. 

Associate City Counselor Hamilton

WANTS SENATE. VOTE 
ON DRY RESOLUTION 


Jones of Washington Will Ask 
for Committee’s Discharge Un- 
less Early Report Is Made. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 26.—Senator 
Jones of Washington caused a flurry 
among Senate leaders yesterday when 
he announced if the Judiciary Commit- 
tee does not make an early report on 
his joint resolution proposing a prohibi- 
tion amendment to the Constitution, he 
will ask that it be discharged from 
further consideration and the matter 
be voted on without committee action. 
The threat of Senator Jones is approved 
by the prohibitionists, who would pro- 
ceed with their program against liquor 
regardless of the war or war measures. 
‘IT desire it known,’’ said Jones, “‘thar 
unless action is taken by the commit- 
tee within a reasonable time, I shall 
make a motion to discharge the com- 
mittee from the further consideration 
of the subject that it may be brought 
before the Senate for action.”’ 

The Jones FKesolution. 

The Jones resolution, which is indorsed 
by the prohibition leaders of the na- 
tion, provides for the following amend- 
ment to the Constitution: 

“Section 1. The manufacture, sale, 
disposal, or transportation of intoxi- 
cating liquors within, the importation 
thereof into, and the exportation there- 
of, from the United States and all ter- 
ritory subject to the jurisdiction thereof 
for beverage purposes are hereby pro- 
hibited. 

“Section 2. The Congress shall have 
power to enforce this article by appro- 
priate legislation, and nothing in this 
article shall deprive the several states 
of their power to enact and enforce laws 
prohibiting the traffic in’ intoxicating 
liquors."’ 

Discussion of the question of war- 
time prohibition took place at the 
conference among French and Brit- 
ish mission members and American 
official, it -was learred today. It is 
understood that the opinion was ex- 
pressed by both Jriti-h and American 
officials that prohibition may eventu- 
ally become a necessity in both En- 
gland and the T'nited States.

FOES OF CONSCRIPTION 


Congressman Advises. Three 
Brothers to ‘‘Renovate Their 
Americanism. ”’ 


Meeker made public in 
Washington last night a letter he had 
written to three St. Louis brothers who 
made a demand upon him to vote for 
the immediate repeal of the “outrageous 


Congressman 


unconstitutional conscription act.’’ 

The three brothers are Edward C. 
Herman, over 3, a painter; Walter 
Herman, 26, a former actor, and John 
L.. Herman, 28, a teacher of piano music, 
all living at 3540 McKean avenue. In 
their letter to’ Congressman Meeker 
they declared that the conscription law 
was in violation of the Thirteenth 
amendment to the Constitution, which 
prohibits involuntary servitude, and 
that the Government was falling into 
the ‘‘throes of militarism” and ‘‘vield- 
ing to the iron will of a few Mars- 
maniacs and a general war-made press.”’ 
John L. Herman explained to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today that he and 


, his two brothers had sent the letter to 


Congressman Meeker and had also sent 
numerous letters to Senators Reed and 
Stone, Speaker Clark and Congressman 
Igoe. He said that he and his two 
brothers were born in St. Louis, and 
that their father was also born in this 
country. 

“IT am in favor of letting those fight 
who want to fight, while those who do 
not want to fight remain at home,’’ 
Herman said. ‘‘I am opposed to killing. 
If I should be put into. the firing line, 
I would not have the courage to kill one 
of the enemy. I would not even kill a 
man if I knew he intended to kill me. 
I-could not even kill a bug.”’ 

Herman added that he was not a Ger- 
man sympathizer, but was opposed to 
all wars. 

Congressman Meeker advised the three 
brothers to “renovate and overhaul 
their Americanism.’’ He wrote that the 
founders of the nation evidently never 
dreamed that anybody would appreci- 
ate its privileges so lightly as to take 
the ground that compulsory military 
service is involuntary servitude.

Pan - German Annexationists 
Make Day-by-Day Appeals 
to Field Marshal. 


REPLIES SYMPATHETIC 


Summer Offensive Against Chan- 
cellor and Count Czernin Be- 
cause of Peace Attitudes. 


COPENHAGEN, May %.~—The Pan- 
Germans have settled down to’ steady 
summer offensive against Chancelics 
von Bethmann-Hollweg. The plan f 
campaign, as disclosed by the German 
papers, includes a day by day appea! to 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg, through 
telegrams of greetings from local meet- 
tings of the Pan-German League, to tn- 
duce him to come out openly ‘or the 
Pan-German scheme of annexattons and 
against the Bethmann-Hollweg peace 
program. 

The Chancellor’s opponents aré con- 
fident that, if they can array Von Hin- 
denburg against Von Bethmann, ‘tne fate 
of the Premier is sealed. P 

The published replies of the Field Mar- 
shal to some of the greetéings indicate 
that he shares the views of the Pan- 
Germans to some extent. The telegrams, 
however, have been worded so skilfully 
that they permit Von Hindenburg io 
answer sympathetically. without com- 
mitting himself on the questions at is- 


sue. 
Pan-Germans Confused. 


A secorid part of the campaign, name- 
ly, a great patriotic appeal against the 
Socialists, on the strength of neide- 
mann’s threat of revolution, s€éems to 
have been thrown into complete conf .- 
sion by the disclosures of the Vor- 
waerts and the Tageblatt that the |’an- 
German leaderg used the same threat, 
although in an exactly opposite discus- 
sion. 

A third and all important side of the 
campaign is agitation against constitu- 
tional reform. This has developed main- 
lv in conservative gatherings, where. it 
is sure of a sympathetic response, and 
here the outcry against the Chancellor 
is voiced without the slightest reserve. 

The most violent abuse is hurled 
arainst the Chancellor in speeches by 
the Conservative Deputy von Graefe and 
the ‘‘uncrowned king of Prussia,’’ Von 
Hleydebrand, who insistently demanded 
his retirement. 

Count Czernin Asaailed., 

Side by side with the anti-Bethmannh 
campaign, the Pan-Germans are assgail- 
ing Count Czernin, the Austrian Foreign 
Minister, for his attitude in regard to 
peace. The courtesy as usually affect- 
ed by the two countries is ignored and 
roost virnlent language is used. 

The Tages Zeitung says that it is cred- 
itably informed that Count Czernin’s last 
mevement to headquarters was for the 
purpose of winning the Kaiser and Von 
Hindenburg to his view and that the 
results are unknown. 

Vice Chancellor Helfferich, Foreign 
Secretary Zimmermann and Minister of 
Finance Roedern are expected to visit 
Vienna next week, ostensibly to nego- 
tiate a new commercial treaty and to 
discuss other important economic ques- 
tiens. “%

LONDON, May %.—Maximillian Har- 
den, says the Times, is busy preaching 
peace by agreement of suffering hum‘ar- 
ity and reform for Germany. At the 
same time he is publishing solemn warn- 
ings against an underestimation of the 
intentions of the United States. In tne 
Zukunft of May 5 Harden, adopting his 
favorite literary trick of replying t° 
an imaginary correspondent, writes: 

“T have received as something long 
expect your advice not to include 
America in account as a real military 
factor. I have received it with as much 
calm and amusement as possible. 

‘In this late spring of terrible death, 
the most fearful period of war that 
there yet has been, the Congress of the 
United States, a country inhabited by 
100,000,000 people, has resolved, has rv- 
solved by two-thirds majority, on uni- 
versal military service. By September a 
half miMion men can be entered for rhe 
eastern or western front in Europe. is 
it not to be taken seriously? As ‘ate 
as-the autumn of 1914 the British army 
was not to be taken seriousiy and now 


the American army ts not to Be taken 
| seriousty. 

“We know no other refrain and we 
have no doubt we shall hear it unti! we 
have another Arras. But, in addition 
to military service, another importart 
plant was growing in Uncle Sam's gar- 
den. Do you think old herr Balfour, the 
most distinguished fighter in British 
politics; Viviani, Marshal Joffre and 
Deputy Tardieu, the Foreign Minister 
of tomorrow, have risked the difficult 
voyage across the Atlantic only in ®r- 
der to stroke President Wilson's cheeks 
or to proclaim with a somewhat more 
weighty voice than Spring-Rice and /us- 
serand can do the princtples of future 
international law and tribunal of States” 
‘Is it not ultimately wiser not to re- 
pudiate with contempt of superior arro- 
gance everything which is new but stil! 
possible? Is it not wiser and yet nut 
more cowardly seriously to consicer 
evéry opportunity for the conclusion 
of a worthy peace? Opportunity which 
showed itself in the East was misse:! 
How do things stand in the West?" 


RUSSIAN TROOPS 
MORALE IMPROVES, 
GEN. RUZSKY SAYS 


No Fraternizing Now and No 
Deficiency in Shell-Supply, 
He Declares. 


PETROGRAL, May 2%.-—Gen. Nicholas 
V. Ruzsky, who has arrived here after 
relinquishing the command of the Rus- 
sian army on the northern front, spoke 
hopefully of the improvement in, the 
morale of the troops on that front. He 
said thut there was no fraternizing with 
the enemy now and no deficiency in the 
shell supply, but that owing to local con- 
ditions an offensive on a large scale was 
impossible. 

If the improvement continues and the 
Russian armies fulfill their duty toward 
their own country and their allies, Gen. 
Ruzsky believes the Germans can be 
beaten by autumn and forced to accept 
thé allies’ peace terms. Gen. Ruzsky 
places great reliance on the personal in- 
fivence with the troops of Minister of 
War Kerensky. 

Addressing a congress of 200 delegates 
representing the military forces on the 
Rumanian front, Gen. Stcheroatchoff. 
commander of the Rumanian forces at 
Odessa, said: 

‘‘While the principle ‘of peace without 
annexations or indemnities is highly 
moral, it should not alter the course of 
the war. It is a principle to be real- 
ized at a peace conference, not by the 
armies in the trenches. Whoever sin- 
cerely desires peace should aim at vic- 
tory, especially after the _ revolution, 
when victory is indispensable in order 
that we shall not lose our newly gained 
liberty. The. country is in danger. Let 
us help it to know that never ‘were we 
so strong as now and never wag the 
enemy so weak. 

“T am telling you the truth and 1 call 
upon you to undertake a vigorous of- 
fensive: but for that a high warlike 
spirit and strict military discipline must 
be restored.”’ 

Reports that an attempt was made on 
the life of Minister of War Kerensky 
early this week are without foundation.

unteer and escape conscription, be displayed. As 
the order points out, the only stigma attached 
to conscription will fall upon those who fraudu- 
lently evade either registration or service. 

The public must not lose sight of the fact that 
the basis of the selective draft is the theory that 
all persons are liable “to service in time of war. 
By selecting some for bearing arms and leaving 
others to perform equally important, though non- 
military, labors at home we are simply making 
the wisest disposition of all our man power. None 
is dishonored whether he is drafted into the 
army or left in his usual employment. 

It is well enough to advise the young man of 
proper age that by volunteering now he can select 
for himself the military service he prefers. It 
must also be made plain that whether he serves 
as a volunteer or because 7 the draft, he is ful- 
filling an honorable and patriotic obligation. 


WHY MR. SKINKER? 

Mr. Thomas K. Skinker has justified his suit 
in the Federal courts on the ground that as a 
good citizen he ought to test the validity of the 
St. Louis County road bonds 

Now that the State Supreme Court has knocked 
out the ground of his suit, why should he con- 
tinue to hold up road making in the county? As 
a good citizen, ought he not to stand out of the 
way of progress? 
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ONLY DEFENSIVE WARS LEGAL. 

Foreign Minister Nilo Pecanha of Brazil asserts 
that his Government is now at war with Ger- 
many. If the situation since President Braz rec- 
ommended the abrogation of his country’s decree 
of neutrality seems a little obscure, we may re- 
member that offensive wars are specifically for- 
bidden by the Bragilian Constitution. Probably 
it is for fhis reason that Minister Pecanha says 
that “Brazil declares war on nobody; she defends 
hergelf; it is Germany which declares war on all 
neutrals.” 

But Brazilian neutrality is ended all the same, 
according to the statement of the Minister. In 
this war no twilight zone exists between neutral- 
ity on the one side and fighting on the other. 
While the extent of her aid is yet to be deter- 
mined by her Congress, the 24,000,000 Brazilians 
have definitely lined up on the side of civiliza- 
tion, of American unity, of world humanity. 
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CONSERVING FARM TOOLS. 

A statement from a war-help committee of the 
National Implement ,and Vehicle Association 
merely explains the causes of a situation that all 
farmers and farm advisors knew existed in a 
serious shortage of farm implements and horses. 
This statement is evidence that the several State 
Councils of Defense were working in the right 
direction when they practically seized all farm 
tractors and other implements and arranged a 
24-hour work schedule for them. According to 
this plan, such machines are equipped with auto- 
mobile lights and are kept in the fields day and 
night, the farm advisor for the community ar- 
ranging a schedule of men to keep them running. 

The implement committee states that for more 
than a year the manufacturers have been receiv- 
ing less than 75 per cent of the steel needed. Ow- 
ing to light purchases of implements since 1913, 
the farmers find themselves in serious need. 
Added to this, these men say, owing to the late 
spring that is with us, the planting season will 
be very short. 

The lesson from all of this, it would seem, is 
that each farmer must be prepared to lend such 
machinery as he has to his less fortunate neigh- 
bor and where long work hours for machinery 
are not in force, they must be put in force. 

The American farmer is a resourceful individu- 
al. Graduates of his school are solving the big- 
gest problems of the nation today, so do not be 
surprised if the farmer grapples with this prob- 
lem and plants every acre, and harvests it, too, 
despite the handicap unexpectedly placed upon 
him, 
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GERMANY’S ROCK-RIBBED AUTOORACY. 

In an article in the current issue of World’s 
Work James Middleton throws light on the Con- 
stitution of the German Empire and shows how 
utterly inadequate the much talked of reform of 
the Reichstag would be to place political power in 
the-hands of the people. The German Empire is 
not a federation of the peoples of the states, but 
a band of German princes who control the Em- 
pire. The situation is thus summed up: 

It is true that the présent system of election 
of representatives to the Reichstag is anti- 
quated; Tt provides for the election of one 
number for each 10000 people. On thie Lasis, 
Berlin, which had a populatién of 600,006 in 
1869, had six representatives. Today Berlin 
has a population of more than 2,000,000, vet it 
still has only sfx representatives tn the Reichs- 
tag. _The same situation prevails in all the 
cities of the old North German Confederation. 
Why, the ruling powers have never reappor- 
tioned the representation so as to give the 
cities their due is that these cities are the 
centers of liberal thought and political reform, 
and especially of Socialism, and their enfran- 
chisement might endanger the present auto- 
cratic regime, 

But the fact remains that no system of reap- 
portionment of representatives to the Reichs- 
tag will essentially affect the power —or 
rather the lack of power—of that body And 
for this reason: 

The Bundesrath, or upper chamber of the 
German Parliament, practically controla the 
German Empire. It if a council of delegates of 
the Princes of the various German states and 
free cities. The rulers not oply send these del- 
egates, but instruct them as to how they are 
to vote. Each delegation votes in a mass: in 

' the Bundesrath the “unit rule” prevails. To 

*aplit a vote would violate the Constitution: 
and if only a single delegate from a state is 
presént, he casts the entire vote for that state 
and always in accordance with instructions he 
has received from home. 

The power of the Bundesrath is astonishing. 
All taxing bilis originate in that body. Con- 
atitutionally, the Reichstag has the right to 
initiate legislation, but it i*# a right which ir 
doer not use to mutch purpose. Practically all 
legigiation is initiated in the Upper chamber. 


Furthermore, the Bundesrath has the power 
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of vetoing any measures passed-by the Reichs- 
tag. Fourteen votes in the Bundesgrath. can 
defeat any proposed amendment to the con- 
stitution: the Kaiser, as King of Prussia, con- 
trols twenty votes. That 1b, Wilhelm IT domi- 
nates the Bundesrath and therefore the entire 


German Empire. 

It is apparent, therefore, that no amount of 
reform in the apportionment of representa- , 
tives to the Reichstag can enable that body to 
register the will of the people of Germany. 
Nothing short of complete revolution from the 

foundation up will democratize Germany. 
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RETROACT: VE INCOME TAXES. 

The Finance Committee has already decided 
to strike out the retroactive tax on 1916 in- 
comes and the increase in inheritance taxes,— 
Washington Dispatch. p 
To increase a tax which will be due by June 

16, days before the new bill can become a law, 
and a large part of which has already been paid, 
is a curiosity in revenue raising. It will long be 
Temembered as an evidence of the confusion of 
ideas now prevailing in Congress, particularly in 
the House. If 1916 incomes are to be taxed in 1917, 
why not tax 1915 or 1914 incomes? The Senate 
committeemen properly struck out the clause, but 
why at the same time did it decide to strike out 
the increase in inheritance taxes? 

Heavy taxes on the transmission to heirs of 
property they have not earned has a justification 
that cannot be pleaded in behalf of many other 
forms of taxation provided for in the bill. 
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VISIT THE CONVICT SHIP TODAY. 

Receipts today from admissions to the old conf- 
vict ship at the foot of Olive street will go in full 
to the Post-Dispatch fund to provide pure milk 
and ice for St. Louis babies.

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VAIN IMAGININGS OF PEAOE. 

The Socialistic Vorwaerts of Berlin says that 
the peace terms outlined by Premier Ribot of 
France will never be accepted by Germany. 

The principal features in the Ribot terms were 
the restoration to France of Alsace-Lorraine, pay- 
ment for the damage caused by Germany in 
r‘rance and Belgium contrary to the laws of war 
and certain ‘‘guarantees” for the future whose 
nature was not explained. The temper of the; 
world league arrayed against Germany is such 
that we may be sure Germany is one day going 
to accept these terms, despite what she thinks 
now. 

Assuming that no unjust and excessively bur- 
densome stipulation are contemplated under the 
heading “guarantees,”’ they may be said to repre- 
sent an irreducible minimum in the conditions on 
which the war may be ended. 

Even Socialist eyes in Germany cannot yet see 
Kaiserdom as it appears to the rest of the world. 
Vain imaginings that she can escape the penal 
consequences of the conflict into which she 
plunged civilization still prevail. There is a fail- 
ure to grasp the important fact that any penal 
consequences have been incurred by the outlaw 
of the nations. 

It all shows how fatuous and valueless is any 
peace talk emanating at this time from the cen- 
tral Powers. The frame of mind for considering 
peace on the only practical terms is yet to be in- 
duced in the German cerebrum.

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THE ART OF CAMOUFLAGE. 
Mme. Bernardini-Sioestedt in Cartoons Magaziné. 

The younger painters in France for what is 
called the Bataillon de la Camoufle, a battalion 
whose duties consist of “making up” guns, autos, 
shelters and even whole landscapes to deceive the 
enemy’s eyes—the aeroplanes. They tmpart to a 
munition depot the innocent appearance of a 
prairie. The 75's under their hands take on the 
semblance of old trees.. Tree trunks and old carts 
are transfigured ty these artists into formidable 
batteries on which the hostile fire may spend it-: 
self. They color the autos to resemble roads or 
fields. At Versailles one may see thousands. of 
motor cars spotted like lizards with -irregular 
blotches of khaki, light green, or dust-gray. 

The grand chief of the Camoufle is the celebrat- 
ed decorator, Forain, who has earned his ‘war 
cross at the front, as have many of his confreres. 
Nor is this work without its dangers. The camou- 
fleur must repeatedly ascend in avions to fudge 
the effect of his work, or to decide on the neces- 
sary retouching to be done. He must sometimes 
advance ahead of the first linea during the night 
to take measurements which will permit him to 
imitate exactly a certain tree trunk, or a part of 
a crumbled wall in No Man's Land, which must be 
coplied, molded and armored the same night to 
serve as shelters for observers. The sculptors, 
among them such Ulustrious men as Rouchard, 
the creator of the CA&ivin n.onument at Geneva, 
and Landowski, shape the ungainly clay models, 
which their companions paint with the snare

THE WEEKLY WAR SUMMARY. 


OTH sides have been too busy preserving their 
line-ups in the paper to fight very hard this 
week. The Italians were the notable excep- 

tion. Led by a few heavy batteries of British Ar- 
tillery, they left their lounging place on,Page 6 
during the week and dealt the Austrians a terrific 
blow. The latter fought desperately from behind 
advertisements and other protection along the top of 
the page, but the Italians advanced all day, and 
finally took up a strong position behind one of\ our 
illustrations in the final edition. It is said inj tire 
Answers Column and other sources of inside infor- 
mation in the paper that the allies have been 
even shakier about Italy sticking than they have 
been about Russia, and that this was one of the po- 
litical drives for which the British are famous. If 
that is so, it seems to have accomplished its purpose. 
The Italians are jubilant, the war is in great favor 
everywhere, and the King has exhorted all the allied 
governments to buck up. 

The Russians, who are on Page 4, have only argued 
all week. We have sent some of our experts in 
political science ahead from the editorial page, but 
have not been able to find out definitely what they 
are debating. The trouble, so the editor of the 
Letter Column says, is that the Russians haven't 
quite found themselves after losing the Czar, which 
all of us im the paper think is good. The truth 
probably is that they have been practicing socialism, 
and have found out it is something that can only be 
preached. However, the Germans, who are on Page 
$, haven’t tried to go over and get them very hard, 
so that no great harm seems to have been done. 

It is not known in the paper how well the Germans 
themselves are doing with their alliance. It is sus- 
pected that if the Turks could get away they would 
gladly retire to some quiet place in the second sec- 
tion and resume the worship of Allah on & non- 
German basis. The Austrians are said to be even 
more impatient of the way things are going. We 
have it from some of the most authoritative reprint 
that has keen in the paper for weeks that the Aus- 
trians are likely te appear on the editorial page 
almost any day and ask for a separate peace. 

Our own participation in the war has not pro- 
gressed very far beyond the financial column, where 
we are glad to meet everybody disposed to be on our 
side and stand ready to finance anybody who wil} be 
our ally. The clink of gold back in that column has 
sometimes drowned the roar of artillery on the front 
page. There is also a great stir in the market re- 
ports, where the women especially are working in- 
dustrially to keep the commission men from making 
us buy potatoes at auction. A few troops have gone 
to the front. Col... Roosevelt and his division passed 
back through the paper during the week and dis- 
banded on the comic page. Mutt and Jeff are con- 
tinuing their work. 

Submarining has had only a fair week. There has 
been an occasional upheaval in the paper, but noth- 
ing like we had in April. The futility of the sub- 
marine as & last resort is proven. Everybody in the 
paper says the thing is a failure. It remains only 
for the Germans to admit it. Then we can have 
peace. The submarine did well enough before mer- 
chant ships ware armed and the allies went hunting 
the undersea boat. From.that moment its reign of

“Every woman should carry a pocket 
accoynt book; setting down every morn- 
ing the cash in her pocketbook and 
noting every expense, no matter how 
small the amount incurred.

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Chicken Fat Valuable in 
Cookery

O you throw away the body fat 
[) of poultry—big layers of clean. 
sweet, yellow fat around the giz- 
zard and found elsewhere around the 
intestines of the chicken? If you do, 
fay specialists of the United States De- 
partirent of Agriculture, vou are throw 
ing away fat which French housewives 
consider the finest fats for making cake. 
and especially puff paste. 

By using chicken fat in cooking, the 
cook can cut down the amount of fat 
that must be bought for that purpose. 
To prepare it, try it out in a double 
boiler, or other vessel set in hot water 
until the fat just melts away from the 
tissues and can be poured off. This fat 
becumes rancid easily and should he 
kept cool and covered like butter and 
used in a very few days. Chicken fat 
like goose fat, may be used for short 
ening in cakes, such as spice cake. wher: 
the seasoning used will mask any flaver 
which the fat might have 

It can also be used for frying 
chicken itself or other meats 
warming vegetables, ete. 
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| How to Save Shoes 
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HE fol!owing are sugscestions from 
i: the Leather and Paper Laborators 
of the United States Department 
of Agriculture for the saving of shoes 

Shoes should be oiled or greased when 
ever the leather begins to get hard wo 
dry. They shou'd be trusined thorough. 
ly and then all the dirt and mud that re 
mains washed off with warm water. th 
excess water being taken off with a dry 
cloth. While the shoes are still wet an.! 
warm apply the oil grease with a 
swab of woo! or flannel. 

It is best to have the oil or grease 
about as warm as the hand can bear 
and it should be rubbed well into th» 
leather, preferably with the palm. If 
necessary, the oil can be applied to dy. 
leather, but it. penetrates better when 
the latter is wet. After treatment th. 
shoes should be left to dry in a place 
that is warm—not hot. 

Castor oil satisfactory for shoes 
that are to be polished: for plainer foo:- 
gear, neat s toot, fish oi] or oleine may 
be substituted. If it is desired to make 
the shoes and boots more waterproof. 
beef tallow may be added to anv +f 
these substances at the rate of half « 
pound of tallow to a pint of oif. Th

CHRISTIANIA, May 6.—An amazing 


Cdllection of bombs, poisons, bacilli of 
Geadly diseases and other means of 


death and destruction has been seized 
by the authorities here as part of the 
baggage of Baron von Rosen, a Swedish 
hobleman and alleged to be a German 
agent. \ 

The Baron fled to Norway after his 
activities had aroused the Swedish au- 
thorities. He was arrested, but, as he 
could not be convieted of violating any 
Norwegiag law, he was released, with 
@ Warning to leave the country. ° 

Baron von Rosen's field of operations 
was along the Swedish-Finnish border, 
His purpose ig supposed by authorities 
to have been the destruction of Russian 
food and munitions warehouses, odvt 
what success he had is not known. 

When he fied from Sweden last Jan- 
wary part of his baggage was seized by 
the Swedish authorities and found to 
contain a large quantity of high ex- 
plosives packed in tin cans marked 
“corned beefg’ It remained, however, 
for the Norwegian police to uncover the 
real extent of his equipment. 

After the Baron had been ordered out 
of Norway, those portidns of his bag- 
gage which had not been seized in Swa- 
-€en arrived in Christiania and were 
turned over to the police. 

Articles in Baggage. 

Among the articles found were cans 
of explosives marked ‘‘table salt;'’ bot- 
tles marked ‘‘mouth wash," containing 
culture of dangerous bacilli, identified 
by the stat» health laboratory; boxes 
of lump sugar, each lump concealing 
@ gias vial with bacilli of anthrax or 
gianders, ‘and a number of explosive 
pencils. 

‘This latter article is an ingenious in- 
fernal machine and a new departure in 
frightfulness, as far as the authorities 
here are awmre. It has the appearance 
of an ordinary pencil, but, if sharpened, 
# drop of acid concealed in a thin glass 
‘tube is released and, acting on other 
Conceaied chemicals, causes an explo- 
sion sufficient to maim or perhaps kill 
the sharpener. 

Peisoned Sugar Lumps, 
_ Ofie acheme of Baron von Rosen, in 
which the poisoned sugar lumps were 
to figure, ia believed to have been di- 
rected against the great traffic system. 
which tha war has called into being be- 
tween the Northern Norwegian town of 
Narvik and Finland. ; 

A tremendous tide of merchandise 
fiow into Russia along this road by horse 
Between 2000 and 3000 horses 
are used for freighting goods, and barns 
Rave been constructed along the road 
for their accommodation. 

The plan attributed to Baron von Ro- 
gen Was to put the poisoned sugar in the 
Teed boxes in these barns and start an 
epidemic among the horses, which would 
cripple the whole transportation system 

The revelations in regard to what the 
Baron described as his ‘scientific expe- 
n have aroused great indignation 
here and the authorities are severely 
Diamed for releasing the Baron. 

_ Phere have been some cases of infec- 
tious diseases among horses at places 
Where Bari-n von Rosen stayed, but his 


_feeponsibdiiity has not been proven.

WASHINGTON, May 26.—Admira]

fore they reached Queenstown strength- 


ened today the Government’s determina- 
tion to search out spies and close chan- 
nels of military information which ap- 
parently still exist between the United 
States and Germany. 

That the Quenstown harbor entrance 
was strewn by submarines with mines 
intended for the American ships was 
considered by officials as proof that the 
German infurmation eoncerning the de- 
parture and destination of the boats was 
accwrate. The seriousness of the dis- 
closure was not greatly ameliorated by 
the fact that the German plan was dis- 
covered in time and the destroyers 
saved. 

Sims’ Information Positive. 

Rear Admiral Sims in his dispatch to 
the Navy Department said his informa. 
tion was positive. 
Immediate publicity was given the 
fact, the department making clear that 
its purpose was to let the people know 
of the activity and success of Teutonic 
spies and to emphasize the necessity for 
absolute secrecy in connection with 
naval operations or shipping movements. 
The destroyers, now aiding in the hunt 
for submarines in European waters un- 
der the direction of Admiral Sims, put 
into port at Queenstown on May 16. How 
long they were in crossing the Atlantic 
or from what port they sailed never 
has been announced and until word of 
their arrival came by cable only a few 
persons in the United States even knew 
of the Government's decision to send 
warships to Burope 

Vigilance to Be Redoubled. 

The result will be to redouble the vigil 
lance of the censors and of every agen- 
cy of the Government engaged in root- 
ing out the spy system. 

Every German known to have been 
connected with the espionage work of 
his Government already is under arrest 
or under surveillance. Other arrests 
may follow at any time, and now that 
the country is at war and the revela- 
tion of its secrets may mean death t> 
its sailors and soldiers, swift punish- 
ment undoubtecly will be dealt out to 
any convicted epy. 

Men now in custody operated when 
the United States was ai  rettral. 
Spying now is a very different thing 
and is likely to lead to the gallows in- 
stead of to comfortable detention quar- 
ters. In announcing Admiral Sims’ dis- 
patch, the Navy Department, through 
the Committee on Public Information, 
said:

Brokerage wires are a particu- 
lar source for those baseless rumors that 
cannot but be the cause of needless dis- 
tress to every true American as well as 
tu the mothers and fathers of the nation 
who have sons at sea. 

“The department has given repeated 
assurance that ite policy is to be one of 
absolute frankness with respect to dis- 
aster. If it should be that ships are 
sunk, full information will be given out 
officially and quickly. 

“The reason for these false reports 
cannot be ascertained. The one hope is 
that the press will refuse to aid this 
campaign of vicious rumor that is being 
carried on so industriously by persons 
unknown.”

WICHITA, Kan., May 24.—A tornado 
late yesterday tore a jagged path 
through two counties and took a tol! of 
lives which late reports give as between 
27 and 30. 

Andale, a village of less than 90 In- 
habitants, was the chief,gsufferer with 
sixteen identified dead. Country dis- 
tricts to the northeast near Sedgwick, 
reported nine fatalities while two dead 


were identified near Newton, still to 
the northeast. More than a half huna- 
dred persons have been injured. 

The twister arose in the Southwest and 
struck Andale with a suddenness that 
prevented any organized escape Resi- 
dences and business buildings of the 
town were reduced to splinters with the 
accompanying loss of life. The tornado 
swept on through what is known as 
one of the richest farming districts of 
the state, leveling standing grain and 
farm houses and outbuildings. 

Sedgwick on the northern edge of the 
county barely was missed by the storm. 
only a few buildings in one corner of the 
city falling. The twister dissolved as 
suddenly as it developed near Newton. 

A special train was rushed from here 
to Andale with physicians and nurses. 
The dead and seriously injured were 
brought here. The victims and injurad 
in thg other localities were attended 
without outside aid.

WOMAN SERGEANT-MAIJOR, IN 
LETTER, TELLS OF WOUNDS 


“The Serbs Are Fine Comrades,’’ Writes Former 
Nurse, Now a Soldier, Who Is in Hospital 
Recovering From 24 Wounds. 


LONDON, May 10.—The story of Miss 
Flora Sandes, the English woman who 
served as a nurse in Servia and later 
joined the army of that country and was 
wounded at Monastir, hag been told by 


correspondents. But here is a letter re- 
ceived by a London friend of Miss 
Sandes a few days ago. 

She omits to say in this letter that she 
holds the rank of Sergeant-Major and 
that she was struck as she was leading 
her men into an enemy trench. She has 
received the gold and silver cross of 
Karageorge—a Servian badge given only 
for conspicuous gallantry in the field. 
Her letter follows: 

I daresay you've heard that I got 
knocked out by a Bulgar hand bomb, 
so I never got into Monastir after 
all; but I’ve had a very good run 
for my money al! the time, as I had 
three months’ incessant fighting 
without a scratch. 

The newspaper account of the 
fighting was all off the line, The 
fighting was a sight that day, but, 
unfortunately, I only saw the start 
of it. There was deep snow on the 
ground, the bugle was blowing the 
charge, and we were going up the 
steep hillside while the Bulgars, hid- 
den by the early morning mist at 
the top, were firing down on ys. The 

ulgare had -coynter-attacked at 
dawn and driven our men back, and 
everybody was mixed up. There were 
no trenches or ane#thing like that. 

My compawy were peacefully 
sleeping in the snow behind a rook, 
as we were Battalion Reserve that 
night, when we were calied up at 
dawn as reinforcements. Battalion 
Reserve is a rotten job. You get all 
the shell fire that’s going, and you 
never know what's going on in front 
until you are suddenly roused out and 
plunged into the thick of it, as you're 
only a few hundred yards back and 
you sleep with your rifle in your 
hand. 

There's first a shout of ‘—— Com- 
pany forward,’’ and everyone's off 
like a streak. When we arrived on 
the scene the men were rallying for 
a counter-attack. The buglier had got 
‘‘eol@ feat,’’ ard an officer had taken 
the bugle and was standing up 
agaist the skyline, where everyone 
could see him, a mark for every bu!- 
let, blowing for all he was worth. 
..@ wasn't blowing a bit the right 
notes, but everyone knew what it 
meant. We knew the position had. 
to be retaken at any cost, as it 
meant the fall of Monastir if we 
could. 

We went anyhow we liked, taking 
cover as we could. An officer ana 
about a dozen men and myself got 
to the top, when some bombers 
dodged behind the rocks and hurled 
bombs at us at close range and scat- 
tered us. 

I was left alone, as.I couldn't move, 
but the officer crawled back right 
up to the enemy's lines and dragged 
me back over the snow by my hands

“PROMISING DEVELOPMENT” IN 
INFANTILE PARALYSIS SERUM 


Two New York Doctors HRepert Ex- 
periments With Monkeys Justify 
Use in Human Cases. 

NEW YORK. May %.—What is char- 
acterized by Health Commissioner Em 
erson of this city as “a promising de- 
velopment” in the search for a cure for 
infantile paralysis je described in the 
current issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association by Dr. 
M. Nustaedter and Dr. E. J. Banzahf. 
For six months they have been Carry- 
ing on experiments with monkeys at 
the Health Department laboratories. 
They have had such favorable resuits 
with the use of a serum derived from 
the blood of horses that Dr. Nustaedtec 

says: 

“The five neutralization experiments 
were positive without exception. The 
serum protected one monkey completely 
against a rnther slow-acting virus of the 
eighth generation originaly recovere l 
from a human patient. On acount of 
the «carcity of monkeys we could not 
make as many experiments as we woul! 
wish to, 80 we report the facts without 
drawing conclusions. We feel, however 
that we are justified in using the serum 
in human cases.”

OUR PART IN THE GREAT WAR. 
F VENTS move faster than the print- 


ing pressee of the book publishers. 
Arthur Gleason’s book, “‘Our Part 
“in the Great War,’’ is dated 1917, but it 
was obviously written before this nation 
had entered officially on. its present 


‘part !n the war, or before the certainty 


of such action had appeared. Hence, 


the contents are not what a first glance 


at the title might cause one to expect 
The matter is still of great interest, and 
is wnusually well prepared. 

A part of the book is a discussion of 
American neutrality, of pro-German 
sentiments and activities in the United 
States, and of the tendency of many 
Americans to ‘‘confure the criminal and 
the victim,”"’ and hold both sides equally 
to blame for the war. This part of the 
book, while rendred somewhat out of 
date by late events, is nevertheless a 
wholesome adtidote for fallacies of 
which we stil! hear the echoes in vapor- 
ings about peace with”‘‘no annexations, 
no indemnities’’—in short, no punishment 
for the despoilers of Belgium. 

Another fallacy, and a particularly 
stupid one, is also dealt with. This is 
the idea that Americans did not hear 
“Germany's side’ of war matters. Ex. 
cept as to a certain amount of imme- 
diate news of the day, there was never 


, any foundation for this idea. All thar 


Germany had to say to the American 

ple about itself and its enemies got 
to its destination within a few weeks. 
The Germans, the writer shows, took 
muck more Yrouble to present their 
case to America than the allies did. 

The rest of Gleason's book is devoted 
to German atrocities. withy the diaries of 
German soldiers adduced as evidence of 
\erimes committed not individually, but 
by command, and to the deeds of Amer'- 
can ambulance drivers in France. Stories 


Of strong personalities and heroic acts 


in French towns in the war zone are 
also told. (Stokes.) 
A JEWISH PROBLEM FICTION. 
IDNEY NYBURG has built on in- 
S ting story about a purely 
' Jewish problem in “‘The Chosen 
People.” Only Jews are characiers in 
the book. The leaders is a brilliant 
young orator from a small Western 
town who has been called as rabbi of a 
Wealthy Baltimore congregation. He at- 


‘tempts to bridge the chasm between the 


“uptown” and the “downtown” Jews by 


_ using their religion as the connecting 


link. He soon learns that the two fac- 
tions, represented here as empluyers 
and employes, do not see this religion 
from the same viewpoint. He struggles 
with the handicaps of religion, national- 
ity and environment of the people, seek- ; 
ing always to unite them as “The 
Chosen People.” The problems are pe- 
cullarly Jewish and the merits of the 
problems are left to those who should 
understand them. The romance touch 
is introduced as & part of the labor 
atrugglie. The young rabbi meets and 
loves an Irish girl, a social worker. and 
she loves hin A wealthy Jewish giri 
also loves the rabbi and stakes her for- 
tune to gain him and wins. (J. RB. Lip- 
pincott Co.)

DRY TOWN HAS 40 CASES OF 


GERMANY FROM THIN. 
THOMAS CURTIN, a newspaper 
correspondent who spent many 

® months in Germany and Austria, 
has written a most interesting and ex- 
haustive account of his experiences and 
impressions in the central kingdoms. He 
calla his book “The Land of the Deep- 

ening Shadows,” with a subtitle “Ger- 
many at the Third Year of the War.” 

As far as Curtin’s personal experiences 
are concerned, they are much like those 
of other neutrals who have written of 
nar time trips to Germany, the minute 
inspections at the border, the omni- 
presence of spies and the difficulty of 
moving about the empire all were met 
with. It is the impressions that he 
writes of that are of most interest at 
this time. 

A striking portion of the book is de- 
voted to public opinion in Germany, how 
it is formed, bent and directed. A cer- 
tain officer of the Foreign Department 
was asked whether a certain war move 
would meet with the approbation of pub- 
lic opinion. 

“Public opinion?’ asked the beaureau- 
crat in a surprised tone. “Why, we 
rake public opinion in Germany.” 

Curtin, with the aid of letters and doc- 
‘uments, proves conclusively that there 
is no such thing as public opinion in 
Germany as we know it. The public 
schools, the church and the universities 
are used by the Government to turn the 
minds of the population in channels 
which the Government considers good 
for them. 

Feelings of hatred are shifted about by 
the Government. When the beaureau- 
crats féel that it would be a good move 
to be nice to Russia the minds of the 
people are directed to hatred of En- 
giand and France and nothing deroga- 
tory to the Slav is permitted to be print- 
ed or spoken of. 

Curtin, who was in Austria early in 
the war, gives an excellent instance of 
this hate shifting. In August, when it 
became known that Japan would enter 
the war on the side of the allies, propa- 
gundists let it be understood that this 
was just the opportunity for which 
America had been waiting. It was pré- 
€icted that the United States would im- 
mediately declare war against the Nip- 
ronese. Thereupon crowds paraded in 
the streets shouting for President Wil- 
son and the United States. Americans 
were showered with flowers in the 
streets and treated like heroes. 


In a few weeks when it was fouhd that 
America had no| intention of making 
war with Japan and munitions from 
Pittsburg began arriving at the allies 
bases, the sentiment changed and it was 
ungafe for an American to walk abroad. 
Curtin describes how the feeling of 
certain victory so prevalent in the early 
months of the war is dying out. Up to 
the middle of 1916 everybody talked of 
indemnities and fruits of victory. The 
siogan was, ‘“To the victor belongs the 
spoils.’’ The slogan now is, ‘We must 
hold out.”’ 

Men like Theodor Wolff and Maximil- 
lan Harden, who were scoffed at early 
in the war for their cowardice, are now 
being listened to with rapt attention. 
They are regarded as the wise men of 
Germany. Hindenburg is the last of the 
military idols of Germany. When he 
falls, the careful structure of deceit 
reared by the German beaurocracy will 
fall with a sickening crash over its 
heads. (Doran.) 


TIMELY AND INSTRUCTIVE. 

TIMELY and instructive book is 
A: recent volume on “The Home 

and Its Management,” by Mabel 
Hyde Kittredge, president of the As- 
sociation of Housekeeping Centers of 
New York City. The book, which is 
written for young girls, gives in 
clear, concise terms all the details of 
the conduct of a home of: moderate 
circumstances. 


There is a chapter devoted to home 
nursing, which will be of especial in- 
terest to young women at this time. 
Other subjects dealt with in the book 
are dietetics, hygiene, apportionment 
of income, the care of infants, the 
furnishing of the house—in fact 
everything a young girl with domes- 
tic tendencies should know.—(The 
Century Co.)

TBILL TO 


FORBID TRADING 
WITH ENEMY IN HOUSE 


Measure Modeled After English Law 
Provides Fine or Imprisoament 
for Vivlation. 

WASHINGTON, May %.—A bill “‘to 
define, regulate and punish trading with 
the enemy and for other purposes, ” in- 
troduced yesterday in the House as an 
administration measure, is in many reé- 
spects the same as the Engiish law. 

Violation of the trading with the ene- 
my section would be punishable by a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or impris- 
onment of not more than 10 years, cr 
both. 
unlawful for any person in the United 
States, except under « license from the 
Secretary of Commerce, to trade or at- 
tempt to trade, or to have any business 
or commercial intercourse whatever, di- 
rectly or indirectly, with a citizen of 
any enemy country or the ally of an 
enemy. 

Furthermore, it would forbid the 
transportation or attempt to transport 
out of or into the United States of an 
enemy or an ally to an enemy, or the 
transmission or attempt to transmit out 
of the country of any document intend- 
ed for an enemy or ally of an enemy.

CHICAGO, May %.—A young Chicago 
woman who announced her approaching 
wedding at a party of her friends, wore, 
instead of the usual diamond ring, a 
little gold button indicating that she 
was the owner of a liberty bond. 

‘*My fiance couldn't afford both a ring 
and a bond,” she said, “and so we de- 
cided that the button should announce 
our engagement.”’
